NOTIFICATION 
Calcutta, the 27th February, 1980 

S.0. 118 (E),'—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
8 of the Jute (Licensing and Control) Order, 1961, I, A. K. 
Mukherjce, Jute Commissioner, hereby fix the prices mentioned 
in column (3) of the first Schedule appended to this notification 
as the maximum ex-factory price at which the varieties of jute 
textile mentioned in the corresponding entiries in column (2) of 
the said Schedule shall be purchased or sold during the month 
of March, 1980: 

Provided that the prices so fixed in respect of the said varieties 
of jute textiles shall be reduced to the extent specified in column 
(2) or column (3) or both of the Second Schedule appended to this 
notification in respect of the minimum breaking strength specified 
in the corresponding entries in column (1) of the said Second 
Schedule. 

2. The prices fixed under this notification shall be exclusive 
of the duly of excise and the sales tax which shall be paid in 
addition to the ex-factory price by the purchaser at actuals.
